In con- 
clusion, he said that the 
troubles of China wenld 
multiply in months to come 
and that it would be necessary 
fur everybody to work with 
greater effort.

Sir—The clash between the 
Chinese soldiers and Russian 
Volunteers on August 11 has for 


the past two months aroused the 
attention cf the local community. 
The Chinese residents of Shanghai 
have openly expressed dissatisfac- 
tion and resentment toward the 
€hanghai Municipal Council for 
handling the incident in a rather 
high-handed way. Following the 
return of the Chinese National 
Flag on August 21, friendly ne- 
gotiations with the S.MC. finally 
made possible an amicable settle- 
ment of the case as revealed in a 
letter of the SMC. to the C.RA. 
which reads in part as follows: 


“On humanitarian grounds the 
Council has decided to grant the 
sum of $1,000 to the dependents 
of each of the men who died of 
injuries. Accordingly I 
pleasure 
for $3.000. with the request that 
your Association ascertain the 
names and addresses of the de-

! That the editor of the N.-C.D.N. 


expressed his convictions on the 
basis of Inadequate information was 
jclearly borne out by an article in 
(THe Cuina Press for October 
{15 in which spokesmen of the 
,;S-M.C. deplored the wrong attitude 
and hasty judgment of certain 
critics against the reasonable setile- 
ment of the Lone Battalion case.

D. N., October 15) the Chinese 
community will receive from the 
SM.C. the sum of $3,000, not in 
a spirit of triumph, but with a 
feeling of friendly appreciation.

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That “Sympathy Grant” 
 ileaeiags PEOPLE have inquired why we have 
failed to comment on the Shanghai 
Municipal Council's “sympathy giant’ of 
$3000 to the families of three Chinese 
toldiers of the interned “Lone Battalion” who 
were killed during the recent disciplinary [racas 
in thelr camp. 

It is apparently felt by some of cur forel,n 
readers that we should criticize the Council. 
On the contrary we believe that in view of the; 
emotion prevalent in the Chinese community ; 
as result of this t:ouble, the Council acted 
wisely. Its actions were dictate iy at may’ 
be termed political considerations, but why 


not? Its decision is assailed as setting a ba 
precedent, DIL Why? Ihe Council is not_a law 
sOUIt, CO; lled to be bound rigidly €- 
cedent, and in any even e essential part of 
psd aa 

this precedent is that when there has been an 
unfortunate occurrence regretted all around 
there is sce reason for manifesting generosity 
in trying to setile the matter. Suck a prece- 
dent probably must be followed in its most 
tundamental aspect if we have any more dif- 
ficulty of comparable sort. In fact we pelieve 
that this community is in general “hard boiled” 
to a degree incredible elsewhere on compen- 
sation matters, and a little thinking on the 
subject may do none of us any harm. 

Regard the whole affalr realistically. Both 
the scldiers and the Council authorities were 
to blame, it seems to us, in letting the intern- 
ment camp ferment into a state where such a 
serious clash occurred. There was evidently a 
‘ack of employment for the men and a lack of 
understanding cn both sides. Finally o lot of 
mercenaries of another nationality from either 
3f the chiefly interested parties waded in, 
under orders, and three fatalities among the 
interned men were the result, alorg with a 
ict cf other casualties. That was bad business 
whatever its cause. Our Iocal Chinese com- 
munity, which pays a very large share of the 
‘ales, became extremcly concerned and per- 
haps unjustifiably exercised against the Coun- 
vil's cvenlual severity. It all added up to a 
ncss where examination into the initial details 
vecame cf no use. 

As we see it, the Council merely tried to 
oe practical and to find concrete expression (at 
10 very great. cost, either) of a reerct that any 
such thing happened.

Stk,--That =the Chinese — soldiers 
interned in Kiaochow Park might 
have been difficult to centro!

It is only right 
that the incident should now be 
closed by an amicable settlement. 
Had this amicable settlement not 
been reached. the Camp Commandant 
and the interned” "soldiers ~wotild 
still regard cach other with suspicion 
and fHis-suspicion might well be the 
cause of worse troubles in future 
Your editorial was right in saying 
that discipline cannot be bought 
Discipline has not Leen bought in 
this case. 

IT cannot agree that the letter 
addressed by the Acting Secretary 
of the Municipal Council) to the 
Chinese Ratepayers’ Association is a 
“very humble communication” as I 
am sure that the Association would 
receive it with gratitude and a 
feeling of friendly appreciation 
rather than of triumph. The request 
made when the $3.000 were handed 
to the Chinese Ratepayers’ Associa- 
tion that the Association should 
ascertain the names and ac dresses 
of the dependents properly entitled 
to the money and hand it over to 
them in my opinion was sufficient. 
If the Counc!) think that they can 
trust the distribution of the con- 
pensation to another public body of 
repute it need not go into the trouble 
of ascertaining the names and 
addresses of the dependents itself. 
The Council has done its duty. 

Let us not assess the value ot 
human lives in the terms of how 
Many dollars each. There may be 
people like Discrace and ONLOOKER 
who think that the compensation of 
$3,000 is not justifiable. But there 
are plenty others who having seen 
the soldiers put up such a magni- 
ficent defence of their country regard 
them as noble creatures whose lives 
cannot be compensated by pecuniary 
rewards. 

The hypothesis put forward by 
your Editor in the last paragraph of 
his editorial was admitted by him- 
self to be ridiculous an certainly 
cannot be compared with this case. 
So why mention it.

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MISTAKEN POLICY 


The Municipal Council should feel by no 
meuns surprised if the manner in whietr they 
have dealt with the riot of the Chinese 
soldiers interned in Kiaochow Park is very 
severely criticised, for upon the closest scru- 
tiny itis impossible to discover what 
principles of good government can possibly 
be invoked in its justification. Cutting away 
all the dramatics which have been woven 
around the men involved, the facts are that 
they were interned during the Course bf 
hostilities around Shanghai, in accordance 
with the neutrality of the International Set- 
tlement, they had for months behaved in such 
a manner, that the Council itself had to 
confess that “It has been found recently by 
the Camp Commandant that it was becoming 
increasingly difficult, and at times impossible, 
to enforce any kind of discipline in the camp. 
Attempts to enforce discipline were met with 
obstruction, etc.” and eventually these men 
{flouted authority and created a riot in the 
suppression of which some of them were 1:- 
jured, three fatally. The matter was taken 
up by the Chinese Ratepayers Association, 
far what reason apart from sentiment it is 
impossible to understand, and the Council 
has decided to award compensation to the 
{families of the dead men. The letter_con- 
veying this decision is abject in its terms, 
uvertiowing with regrets and expressions of 
sympathy,—a very humble communication. 
The only possible sentiment that could in 
the circumstances have been expressed would, 
surely, have been that the Council regretted 
that the behaviour of the men obliged its 
officers to take the action they did, for any 
modification of that point of view derogates 
tiom the authority of the Council and its 
servants. There should most certainly have 
been left no opening for any suggestion that 
the action of the officials concerned in any 
way deserved less than the completest sup- 
pert from the Council.

Have they any tangible cvidence that any 
such peoplé do in fact exist, a:.1 the clasp- 
ness of their relationship with we three 
deceased? The answer implied above .zems 
to be in the negative, for the Council asks 
the Association to “ascertain the names and 
addresses of the dependents properly entitied 
to the money, and hand it over to them.” 
Three thousand dollars have been handed 
over to the Association, sa most reputable 


organization it is readily admitted, for it tu 
puss on to people who apparentiy trom the 
available evidence have made no claims, and 
Whose identifies are at present dfkniown to 
the Council, or even to the Association which 
is requested to discover them. The Municipal 
Council cannet possibly believe that many 
ratepayers will readily accept this arrange- 
ment as a business-like settlement of the 
trouble. Admitting that the reason for this 
grant is purely humanitarian, was it really 
necessary that the Council should make it 
without itself being certuin that there are 
dependents who have suffered by the deaths 
of these men? On the face of the Acting 
Seccretary’s letter no such cause has been made 
out, and, even if it were, it is open to very 
considerable doubt whether this is a proper 
instance in which such compensation should 
have been granted, for the men obviously 
guflered_as. a result of their own disorderly 
riour. 

It must be obvious to everyone that this

In 
particular the Council sympathizes 
deeply with the famlhes of the three 
men who unfortunately died of 
myguries received in the affray. 

On humanitarian grounds the 
Council has decided to grant the sum 
of $1,000 to the dependents oa. each 
of the men who died of injuries. 
According!y I have pleasure in en- 
closimg a cheque for $3,000, with 
the request that your Association 
ascerta:n the names and = addresses 
of the dependents properly entitled 
to the money, und hand it over to 
them. 


Compassionate Grant 


The Council is most anxious that 
a state of affairs be brought about 
by which harmonious relations will 
subsist again between the Council’s 
officers responsible for guarding the 
camp and the interned officers and 
men. With this object in view the 
Council has decided that the officers, 
who at present are living apart from 
the men, are to be allowed to return 
to the Camp.

who recently clashed with the

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The Lone Battalion 
ITH THE RETURN to Shanghai of Mr. 
C.S. Franklin, American chairman of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council, it is expected that 
a final settlement of the dispute between the 
municipal authorities and the interned Chinese 
“Lone Battalion” will be fotthcoming. 

A great deal of feeling was stirred up among 
Chinese iocal residents over this case. which 
had ma oy unfortunate aspeets. Some time has 
now elg, sed, and with the cooling of hot heads 
and a chance for sane discussion by sympathetic 
and neutral foreign municipal Jeaders, there 
is every reason to think that the matter can 
be smoothed over. 

One important change shculd be made, in 
that there ought to be better liascn between 
the Internéd men and the municipal authorities. | 
It is clear enough that the clash resulted chiefly 
through a lack of full understanding, and such 
a situation should never develop regain. The 
entite foreign community has nothing but ad-. 
miration fer the character of the “Lone Bat-! 
talion.” Aé the same time the “Lone Battalion”! 
mu:t understand something of the difficulties’ 
with which the S.B4.C. is ccnfronted on many. 
fronts and these difficulties should not, and 
neeg not, be multiplied. 

The fact must be faced that despite Japa- 
nese hopes for an early settlement of the 
“China incident” favorable to themselves, no- 
thing cf the sort seems even remotely in pro- 
speet; which means that the interned battaliou 
murt remain as guest of the municipality for, 
‘wa while to come. Local Chinese have ne 


junderstanding in quashing efferts to make 
political capital out of the recent clash. It 
now remains to settle the matter finally and 
to set up safeguards against any further mis- 
understanding or trouble which can henefit 
nobody.

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Settlement Looms 


In Camp Dispute 
L— Return of Mr. Franklin 


Awaited; Yu Ya Ching 
Sees General Hsieh 


A satisfactory solution of the dis- 
pute between the interned membe:s 
or the Chinese so-called “Lone Bat- 
ttation’ and the Municipal authorities 
tis awaited with the return of Mr. C. 
\s Franklin, Chairman of the Shang- 
hat Municipal Council. from holiday 
on September 13. The way towards 
a settlement has been paved, it is 
understood, at a series of conferences 
between Mr Yu Ya-ching, ua member 
of the Counce: and General Hsieh 
Chin-yuan, the commander of the in- 
terned unit. These negotiations have 
now been completed. 

A sanguinary riot of the “Lone 
Battalion” took place at their camp 
near Kiaochow Park on August 11, 
Just preceding the first anniversary 
of the “Shanghai incident,” and 
caused several deaths and the injury 
of scores of the Chinese soldiers and 
their Russian guards. The trouble, 
which had long been brewing, came 
to a head over the unauthorized 
hoisting, by the Chinese, of a large 
national fag. When members ot the 
Russian Regiment. armed only with 
batons, were ordered by the camp 
‘commandant to remove the flag and 
flag-pole they were attacked with 
| patties, tbamboos and other weapons 
| obtained by the internees. 


Hunger Strike Fails 


After this battle the approximately 
350 Chinese soldiers went on a hunger 
strike, which they however soon 
afterwards abandoned. For the suke 
of discipline the Chinese commander 
and his officers were removed from 
the camp and placed in rooms of the 
Russian Regiment barracks on The; 
Bund. There has been no trouble at} 
he  eamp = since. although Chinese } 
military internees in the Frerch Con- 
vession rioted a few days after the 
Kiaochow Park revolt. | 

The “Lone” or “Doomed” Battalion, 
as will be recalled by many in Shang- 
hai, was the Chapei unit which was 
caught in a large godown, in Chinese 
territory, at the corner of North 
Thibet Road and North Soochow 
Road, when other Chinese troops 
evacuated Chapei last October. They 
were hemmed in by the Japanese on 
three sides while on the fourth they 
faced the British military sector in 
West Hongkew. They were finally 
berated through the British- sector 
late at night, taken to the Race 
Course under guard and thence to 
the internment camp off Kiaochow 
, Road. 

Although the members of the unit 
were described as crack troops of the 
88th Division of the Chinese National ! 
Army, many of them when seen at} 
close range turned out to be caw 
youths in their teens. Their com- 
mancer, Colonel Hsieh, was promoted 
to “general” over-night.

Everythng was ouiet at the 
Singapoze Read barracks this 
morning.

The fracas tock place inside the 
eanecntraticn camp, on Singapore 
Road, where the Chinese soldiers, 
abcut 4€3 in number, have been 
held since they evacuatei the go- 
dcwn and entered the Scttlement 
last year. 

The time of the scrap was about 
11 am. It is claimed by the 
EotUcment authorities that the 
Chinese scidiers attacked forces of 
the Ruscien Rewiment with octtle-. 

When the smoke of battle had 
cleared away, four Russians and 16 
Chinese were receiving hospital 
treatment. Fifty-seven members 
cf the “Doomed Battalion” were 
tren to the b-crnital after the 
fracas but 41 had curtained only 
-cratches ar] bruises and were sent 
heme aftcr treatment. Fourteen 
other Ruvsians received slight 
scratches and bruises, but remained 
en duty. They were given first aid 
ca the sot. 

Early reports circulated to ase 
fect thet three of the soldiers had 
been killed were denied last night 
dy the Shanghai Municival Council.

Official Report 

While officers of the British

The Tairiku Shimpo publishes 
the following comments- 

We have raised a question about 

the foeding of the interned Ohinese soldiers at the expense 
of the S.1.C. In this connection Commander Hsia of the 
intcrned soldiers has published 9 declaration refuting our 
protcst, 

: In his declaration Commander 
Hsic maintains that the soldiers had surrendered voluntarily 
in compliance with a decision reached by the Consular Body 
in ordcr to remove the danger to life and property ir the 
Foreign Settlements, He also protests sexainst the treatment 
of the intorned sddiers, 

In connection with the question 
of oxpmses, Comménder Hsia states that between October,1937 
ond Novcmber, 1938, local relief associationshod been paying 
for their upkeep ad between December, 1938 and sugust this 
year tho S.h.C. had advanced $40,500 for this purpose, but 
agoinst this the Chungking Government has slrcady paid 
043,600 to the S.M.C. Yherefore, there is still a balance 
of ¥35,100 in the hands of the S.L.C. 

We do not know whether Hsia's 
stataaont is true or not, however, we expcct thet the S.hM.C. 
will moke a explanation regarding the mattcr. 

The source of the funds for the 
upkeop of the interned soldiers is a sacondary question. 
Wheat we demand is that all interned soldicrs be handed over 
to the Japanese authorities as they are in an area under 
the control of the Japanese army. 

Besides the intcrmed soldiers 
from the Four Banks' godown, the records of other soldiers 
who hod amtered. the Foreign Settlements and the arms scized 
from them should also be handed over to the Japanese 
authoritics. according to an investigation made, about 7,000 
soldicia have éntered the foreigm areas. 

The authorities of the Foreigm 
Settlements may attempt to hide the presence of these 
soldicrs on the ground that the Foreign Settlements constitute 
neutral ground, but we claim that as the foreigm areas are 
in on oocupied areas We cannot recognize their neutrality, 

Last year the intermed soldiers 
in the Kisochow Road Camp attempted to hoist the Kuomintang 
flceg ond caused sorious trouble with the Russien guards, 
resulting in bloodshed. Thay are now reported to be 
attempting to regain their freedom as quickly as possible. 
They arc under the protection of the 3.M.C. yet they have 
adoptcd a hostile attitude towards Japan.

“JAPANESE MILITARY AUTHORITILS AND THL CHINESE 
NTERNED S.GU.uRS" 


The 230 odd Chinese soldiers of 
the 88th Division of the National Goverm.ent's ar. have 
been interned in the camp on Kiaochow Road since their 
surrender to the British D.fence Force. As remarked yesterday 
by thie paper, these soldiers have been and are still being 
kept at the expense of the S.M.C. since the withdrawal of 
the National Government from Nanking. 

Japan is one of the member Powers 
reponsible for the International Settlement; furthermore 
Shanghai lics in the area under the occupation of the Japanese 
army. We cannot overlook the fact that these enemy soldiers, 
who had fought our soldiers in Shanghai, are now being 
protected and fed by the 8.M.C. It ia reported that 
the Japanese military authorities will request the 8.M.C. 
to hand over the interned soldiers on the folloving groundss- 

1) From the viewpoint of the removal of anti-Japancse 
éleuents, the question of the upkeep of interned soldiers 
by the 8.M.C. cannot be overlooked as the International 
Settlement lies in an occupicd area and has no neutrulity. 

2) In the Titntsin issue, the British authoritics have 
alreacy promised to hand over the four offenders responsible : 
for the murder of the Customs Commissioners therefore, there } 
. 18 no reason for the Municipal authorities here to refuse 

+o hand over the interned soldiers to Japan as she is one ; 
of the member Powers interested in Municipal affairs. 

3) Should the 8.M.C. reject the demand to hand over 
the interned soldiers, it will be regarded 28 an organ of 
the Chungking Government and not as an international ‘ 
organization for it has violated its intcrnational churacter. 
Various quarters are hoping th.t the Japanese milit ry 
authorities vill take strong measurcs in this connection. 

Besides the above issue, another 
question has been raised ubout the attitude of the S.M.C. 
towards the large number of Chinese soldiers vho entered 
the International Settlement during the local hostilitics. | 
It is believed that about 8,000 soldiers had entered the 
Forcign Settlemcnts from Chapei and Nantao during the three 
months of local hostilitics and were libcrated after they 
had been disarmcd by the authoritics. Naturally the 
authorities concerned must hive kept records of the number 
of persons and the quantity of arms surrendered. These 
records must be handed to the Japanese authoritics to be 
used in dealing with the Porcign Settleuents Which lics in 
occupicd area. 

Where theee disarned soldicrs 

ore now and what they arc doing, it is not known, but most 

of them are believed to be enguged in anti-Japanese activitics. 
It is reported th.it arms of various descriptio:a arc being 
gold in the Foreign Settlauents ot cheap prices. This 

would seem to suggest that the arma seized from interned 
gsoldicrs by the Settlement authorities sre being handcd ou: 

to the public. The authorities of the Foreign Scttlementa, 
by refusing to hand over to the Jupanese authoritics the i 
records of the number of interncd soldiers and of the arms 
seized from them , arte demonstrating a hostile attitude. The 
Japanese military authoritics are poying close attenti n to 
these points.

About 230 Chinese soldiers under 
the command of Hsia Poo Yuan of the 88th Division of the 
Central Government army, vho took up a poBition in the 
Four Banks Godown to offer resistance to our army during 
the local hostilities, finally surrendered to the British 
Defence Force and since then they have been interned in 
a 3amp at the corner of Kiaochow Road and Singapore Road. 

On august 13, 1958, the first 
anniversary of the outbre:k of the Shanghai hostilitics, 
these soldiers had some trouble with the Russian ards 
of the camp over an attempt to hoist the Kuomintang flag 
over the camp. AB a result of the trouble, two of 
the soldiers wore killed. On the anhiversary this year, 
thess soldiers were qui€t. 

However, some question has been 
raised over the feeding of the interned soldiers at the 
expense. of the 8.M.C. 

When the soldiers surrendered 
to the British Defence Force it was reported that the 
National Government would send moncy for their upkcep. 
This was done for only 2 or 3 months and was discontinucd 
after the fall of Nanking. The Chungking Government 
is not now in a poeition to send money to Shanghai. In 
spite of this, the 8.M-C. is advancing funds for their 
food in the belicf that the National Government will 
repay the money. 

We are concerned over the action 
of the S.M.C. in fecding these scldiers for an unkno.n 
period. The Japanese residents know that the S.u.C. is 
officially giving protcotion to the interned soldicre in 
the International Settlement which lics in an area under 
the control of the Japanese army and thry arc highly 
indignant over the matter. They express a hope that 
their authoritics in Shanghai will take proper steps. 

It i6 reported that a numver of 
Japanese residcnts are suggesting the non-payment of the 
Manicipal rate as a demonstration against the hostile 
attitude of the 8.K.C. which ie fecding the soldicrs with 
funds collectcd partly from Japanese residents in the form 
of Municipal rates. Developments $n the affair will 
de watohcd with close attcntion.

of Shanghai are much interested cver the welfare of 
these loyal and brave men. 

The other daz, tnis psapar recgived 4 letter 
said to have been issued by the officers and men of the 
Battalion of the 88th Division. The letter contains 
the following allegationss- “The commander-in-chief 
of the No. - War Zone has issued a reward of ¥3,000 to 
the Lone Battalion. This money has been unequally 
distributed among the soldiers. The National Government 
has issuec four months' pay and rations, but the soldiers 
have received pay and rations for only two months. 
Furthermore, the account for montlily food expenses is 
also not clear." 

It appears that the tter is directed 
against Colonel Zia Tsing-yuan ( 2°), As Colonel 
Zia, who is a revolutionary soldier, would never conmit 
any acts of oorruption, this paper yesterday detailed one 
of ita reporters to oall on Colonel Zia. (colonel Zia 
is suffering from insomnia and is being treated in the 
Police Hospital.) 

Interviewed, Colonel Aia made the following 
statement &t- “Four company commanders were responsible 
for the distributionraccording to rank,of the reward 
issued by the commander-in-ohief of the No. - War Zone. 

I took no part in the distribution. At first, Mre 0.8. 


Lieu ( fia ) detailed oertain persons to make contract, 
for food supplies and the monthly expenses required in 
this oonnection were estimated at $4,000. Dissatisfied 


with the bad f 0d supplied, the officers and men took 
over the job themselves and were given §3,000 a month. 
As the food igs now better, no complaint has been heard. 
With the exception of a part of the money spent for 
clothes, the subscriptions from various ocirvles are being 
deposited in a bank. The National Government has issued 
four monthst pay and rations through the Shanghai District 
Association, but the latter has handed to us only two 
months’ pay and rations, the remaining $11,000 have 
not yet been delivere¢ to us.* 

Colonel Zia refused to make a statement 
on the circumstances surrounding the affair. It is to 
be noted that the Shanghai District Association is a 
bona fide public body.

This letter is written in reply to many 
enquiries which I have received recently from my fellow- 
countrymen concerning our daily lives. 

Nine months have elapsed since we withdrew 

from the Four Banks' Godown in accordance with an order 
issued by General Chiang Kai-ahek at the request of a 
third party. During these nine months we have received 
worse treatment than prisoners from the authorities of the 
International Settlement; not only have we had no freedda 
of movement, but many kinds of unreasonable restrictions 
have been placed on uSe We do not know on what legal 
basis the authorities of the International Settlement are 
detaining us here. International Law cannot be applied 
because no war has been declared between China and Japan. 
Furthermore, a number of Japanese troops withdrew into 
the International Settlement under pressure at an early 
stage of the hostilities but they were released by the 
International Settlement authorities a few days later. 
We have not forgotten the bloody lessons learned in the 
Hongkew District of the International Settlement in the 
January 28 and in the preeent hostilities. Thus, the 
International Settlement has lost its neutralitye 

The public are greatly mistaken if they think 
that we can do nothing without arms. Righteousness 
and justice are our weapons, and my 300 men are ready to 
be turned into dangerous explosives at any time in defence 
of the honvur of our country and of our soldiers. We 
would rather lose our lives than submit to any Inperialists. 

We are interned on a piece of vacant ground, 
about ten mow in area, opposite No.40 Singapore Road. 

The land was used for dumping garbage and is unlevelled. 
Visitors, after stating their intention to a member of 
the Russian Detachment, S3eV.C., and to our orderly on duty 
at the gate, will at once be led inside. Visitors may 
call at any time and there is no limitation on the number 
of visitors, so long as they are led by a responsible 
persone Decision in this regard rests with me and no 
other party may interfere. In the ease of persons who 
visit us frequently, passes oan be issued to cvoid the 
trouble of having to wait at the gate, but the number of 
such pagses is limited. 

The funds for our maintenance during the 
past nine months were supplied by local benevolent 
orgmizetionae These funds are exhausted. Our 
accommodation is crowded and poorly buiit. It leaks in 
reiny weather and the floor is easily floodad. There 
are ebsolutely no sanitary conveniences. But all thia 
does not trouble use 
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We have two meals a day and thesc cre cooked 
by ourselves. The vegetables, rice, firewood etc. are 
sold to us by people. We have certain hours for lectures 
and work each daye The rest of the time wc engage in 
sportse We have one football ground, one besket-ball 
ground, one volley-ball ground, one tennis court, one 
ping pong table, and other equipment for excrciscs. We 
have also a harmonica groupe The YeM.Cd& shows us a 


motion picture once & weeke Among ourselvcs we have 
formed a co-operative society for the sale of deily 
necessitiase 


When I received the order to withdraw, I 
thought we could pass through the Settlement to the Westcrn 
District, but we were disarmed by the British soldicrs. 

I was never more enraged than on that ooscasion. It 
marked the beginning of an inhuman and miserable life for 
mee From October 31 last year to May this year I have 
been suffering fram loss of sleepe Neither Chinese nor 
foreign style dootors could improve my conditions until 
the last two months. Now I am better.

Major Daung Dien was interviewed «nd st:.ted that he 
had been informed by his men that a private named Shiase 
Kyung Kyi (Jie ‘),age about 22, native of Wusih, height 
about 5°2'*, round pale fuce, short cropped hair, medium 
build, wearing the Phaki uniform and cap of a private in 
the Chinese ammy and blaok rubber shoes, had escaped from 
the camp by soaling the unguarded South wali of the camp 
at ll peme 20/2/30. 

This wali faces Kisochow Road Park and is about 8! 
hich with a further three fect of barved wire at the tep 
and with the exception of the barbed wire would be easy 
te scale.

Only one Gninese wutchman was on duty in the par« 
during the night of 20/2/29 und when questioned he was 
unable to supply any useful information. 

tne escxped man's canrades were interrogated and 
from them it wos learned that the escaped man had at one 
time been employed as a park butoher's assistant in 
Wantuo prior to tiie hostilities and tnat he has no known 
relatives in Shanghei and hud frequently expressed the 
desire of returning to “usih. 

It is suspected that several of the man’s comrades 
were concerned in assisting him to easacepe az they were 
all aware of the escape and «ll stated thet they believed 
he intended to return to Wuesth. 

The dencription of the escaped soldier has been 
eireulated as has a request that all station carefully 


checked their curfew arrests. 
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
